Students Express Dissatisfac- 
tion In Open Letter 
- -To "Uhyssey" 

.Special to the. McGllI Daily 
.Vancouver, B.C.— March 17.— After 
three hours of discussion, a motion 
of non-confidence in President Klink 
of the University of British Colum- 
bia was tabled for further discussion 
when the Senate of thè University 
held its regular meeting yesterday. 
President KUnk was formerly a pro- 
fessor at MacDonald College. • 

When MacDonald was opened i:i 
1007, Professor Klink was made head 
of the Agronomy department. He 
had a very good record here, and 
left In 1914 to become X)ean of Agri- 
culture at U.B.C., where ho later 
became president. 

. The present situation followed con- 
flict bet;^é|^£^B^nate of the Uni- 
versity 'anff^^'mS^G^ernors concern- 
ing the distribution of the govern- 
ment grant, and the divided opinion 
as to whether the .Faculty of Agri- 
culture i a^hOTld|.b e ,■, retained as - . such 
or estaoiSrœo'^as' a' Department of 
Applied Science. 

The Board appears to favour the 
formrfr, while the Senate has re- 
commended, the latter course. A 
resolution asking for -a Joint meeting 
of the Senate and the Governors' 
was passed at the meeting. ■ • 

An ' open letter to students was 
published on the front page- of the 
Ubyssey, college paper, expressed, 
dissatisfaction with the way in which 
U-B.C, affairs are bclnç handled, 
and asked that a definite policy be 
announced. 

Small hope is held that the C|ov< 
ernment .appropriation will exceed 
^the ' $350,000' announced earfier in 
the session. All estimates are based 
;on this figure. The Board of Gover- 
nors meets .March 20th,, and^student 
opinion! is demanding a definite. pol- 
icy at that time. ' - '

This 
was doubtless due to the reports of 
recently-developed unions in European 
porta. . V.
